Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 1 and 8, the prior art failed to teach or render obvious the selection of the time 
windows, where each time window tagging in the reception signal a stable part of a 
pulse whose position has been tagged and whose tagged position coincides with a 
determined potential position, and the reference value being the value taken 
predominantly by samples of the reception signal, these samples being situated in the 
selected time windows. The prior art teaches various methods for detecting a reception 
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signal in a secondary radar. However, none of tlie prior art eitlier singularly or in 
combination teaches the claimed system.
